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Gen. Worthington 
Visited Pass On 
Monday 

Pass Civilian Committee Cited 
Across Canada for its Efficiency; 
R.C.E.M.E. Huts Being Built. 

On Monday Major General P. F. 
Worthington, CB, MC, MM, gen¬ 
eral officer commanding Western 
Command, Canadian Army, visited 
the Pass and met the civilian com¬ 
mittee of the 22nd Armoured Bri¬ 
gade Workshop Unit as well as 
visiting several towns to inspect 
rifle, and artillery ranges. He in¬ 
spected the two Coleman ranges in 
the afternoon. 

At 8 p.m. Monday members of 
the civilian committee •from all 
Pass towns met Gen. Worthington 
at the National Selective Service 
office, Blairmore, where he address¬ 
ed them. 

He commended the committee 
for its efficiency and interest in 
preparing the way for locating the 
22nd Armoured Brigade Workshop 
Unit in the Pass. A site has been 
secured at the west end of Blair¬ 
more and huts are being erected. 
He expressed ^is disappointment 
that the huts were not already up 
and use being made of them. He 
stated he would take, a personal 
hand in making equipment avail¬ 
able for the Pass unit and that he 
anticipated equipment would be 
rolling into this area shortly. 

It was also his intention of mak¬ 
ing the Pass Workshop service 
equipment from Kimberley, Cran- 
brook, Nelson and Trail at it would 
be much easier to bring this equip¬ 
ment to the Pass than it would to 
have it taken out ito the coast for 
servicing. In this manner the per¬ 
sonnel of the local workshop would 
have the experience of repairing 
equipment which they would know 
had to be used by outside units and 
would have to stand up to severe 
tests. 

The work of the local unit had 
received official recognition. The 
committee has had no equipment 
to work with, have suffered many 
disappointments, yet have never 
faltered in their plans and deter¬ 
mination to bring a Workshop unit 
to the Pass. As a result of the en¬ 
ergetic manner in which they have 
worked their record has been cited 
in a circular which is distributed 
coast to coast for all Workshop 
committees to read. 

Following his Pass visit General 
Worthington was to travel into BC 
and work his way along to Van¬ 
couver.

TOWN COUNCIL. 


Major General H.A-. Young Speaks 
To Pass Meeting on Housing; Favors 
Wartime Housing Ltd. For Pass 


Addressed Meeting of Pass 

Leaders at Luncheon Meeting 

Monday Afternoon; Finance 

Crux of Whole Question. 

Major General H. A. Young, Ot¬ 
tawa, vice-president of Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corpora¬ 
tion, accompanied by Mr. Harris, 
of Wartime Housing Limited, Leth¬ 
bridge, visited the Crows’ Nest 
Pass on Monday and addressed a 
luncheon meeting, sponsored by 
Coleman town council in the Grand 
Union hotel. Present were commun¬ 
ity and industrial leaders from 
Bellevue to Femie. Councillor Wil¬ 
frid Dutil presided as chairman. 

Chairman Dutil stated that Maj. 
Gen. Young had travelled through 
the Dominion in his position as 
vice-president of Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation, a Crown 
company, to encourage construction 
of housing units from coaat to 
coast. He was today in the Pass to 
converse with community and in¬ 
dustrial leaders on the housing 
problem which was most acute in 
this area. 

Major General Young stated that 
the housing shortage was world 
wide. He told of the desperate 
plight of citizens in Dublin, Ire¬ 
land, who were in need of Canadian 
lumber with which to build hous¬ 
ing units. Between a quarter mil¬ 
lion to half million housing units 
were required in Canada immedi¬ 
ately, this not taking into consid¬ 
eration the city slums nor those 
persons who reside two or more 
families to the one unit. 

Marriages during the past year 
have been averaging about 100,000 
per year which added to the al¬ 
ready acute housing shortage. Six¬ 
ty to eighty thousand units were 
required to be built during the next 
few years. 

The housing problem he admitted 
was eighteen years old. Housing 
construction had declined since the 
late twenties and there had been 
no housing construction of any con¬ 
sequence during the war years. 

Government Policy 

Government policy of today was 
to construct 80,000 units in 1947 
and 100,000 in subsequent years, 
having aegard to the needs of in¬ 
dustry and Canada’s export trade. 

The Hon. J. L. Ilsley, minister 
of finance, had caused Central 
Mortgage and Housing company to 
be formed. It was a Crown com¬ 
pany which had now passed from 
Mr. Ilsley’s department to that of 
the Hon. C. D. Howe, minister of 
reconstruction. 

As a result of the BC lumber 
strike and the present steel strike 
in eastern Canada, 35,000 housing 
units which had been scheduled for 
occupancy in October will not be 
completed in 1946. 

The National Housing Act he 
broke up into five parts: 

1. Joint loans made through pri¬ 
vate lending institutions, such as 
insurance and mortgage compan¬ 
ies. 

2. Direct advances to Limited- 
Dividend Housing Corporations up 
to 90% of the lending value of a

low rental project. 

3. Direct loans by the Corpora¬ 
tion to borrowers engaged in the 
business of mining, lumbering, log¬ 
ging and fishing. 

4. Home Extension Loans. 

5. Home Improvement Loans. 

The speaker stated that it was 

practically impossible to construct 
a home today by a private citizen 
and rent it under $35 to $40 per 
month. 

The Wartime Housing was 
building homes which were renting 
at $22.50 per month. 

Wartime Housing would come 
into an area where the municipal¬ 
ity would provide serviced lots at 
$1 per let. They would build the 
units, maintain and administer 
them and would pay the taxing 
body $24 per year in lieu of taxes 
plus $1 for street light service. At 
the end of a stipulated period Na¬ 
tional Housing Limited would sell 
the unit back to the taxing body 
for $1,000. 

In concluding his address Major 
General Young stated he was sym¬ 
pathetic to primary industry and 
would do everything in his power 
to help. 

A question period followed which 
brought into discussion many per¬ 
tinent points as they affected this 
area from Bellevue to Femie. 

One gentleman from Bellevue 
stated that this was a low^rental 
area with a $20 rent as possih) 
the maximum workers wanted to 
pay. In reply it was stated that 
Wartime Housing built houses, con¬ 
taining .two bedrooms rented for 
$22.50 per month and four bed¬ 
room units for $30 per month. 

Major General Young stated that 
tfig federal, government would only 
subsidize the cost of construction 
when a second party also stepped 
in to help the subsidy. In this case 
he suggested that either the mun¬ 
icipality do it alone or have the 
municipality, the coal company and 
the provincial government take it 
:>n in a three-way basis. 

Mr. Harris entered th^ discus¬ 
sion and stated that in Lethbridge 
the city had come forward with the 
lots at $1 each. Wartime Housing 
was presently constructing houses 
with the following" set-up: 

Two bedrooms, each measuring 
10 feet by 14 feet; living room, 
ll’xl4’ with hardwood floor; kitch¬ 
en 10’xl4’; bathroom; utility room; 
cupboards; all for $22.50 per 
month. A 3-bedroom unit rented 
for $27.50 and a 4-bedroom unit for 
$30. There was no basement in any 
unit. Should the tenant desire a 
basement he would then have to 
pay for it in increased rental 
charges of possibly $5 to $7 per 
month. 

The meeting broke up after about 
three hours duration and when all 
present appeared to be satisfied 
that they had all points pertain¬ 
ing to the housing set-up clear in 
their minds. 

No results are expected until the 
delegates ^ave had the opportunity 
of talking the subject over with 
their councils and directors.

Food For Peace 


HISTORY HAS SHOWN that war and rebellion have frequently been 
the direct result of lack of food. People who are hungry are desperate 
and are willing to attempt any means of improving their conditions, mak¬ 
ing them a ready prey for unscrupulous leaders and distorted idealogies. 
It is now recognized that one way to keep peace among the nations is to 
ensure equitable distribution of food in every part of the world, at prices 
which will make it available to all levels of the population. With this end 
in view, the United Nations’ Food and Agriculture Organization, which 
has proved so far to be one of the most active of the United Nations’ 
organizations has proposed an international granary to be administered 
by a permanent world food board, combining the work now carried on by 
U.N.R.R.A. and the international emergency food council.

In the case of any 
commodity being in excessive supply, and the price falling below the mini¬ 
mum, the board could buy it up, until the price was stabilized. In reverse, 
it could place on the market additional supplies of foods whose prices had 
risen above the maximum. It is also proposed that the board should 
organize a six to twelve months’ food reserve, to be used in case of crop 
failures should any one commodity be produced in such quantity as -to 
threaten the world balance, the board would have the power to set export 
quotas between the producing nations. Funds would be necessary for the 
operation of a board of this nature and it was suggested that these could 
be raised, in part, at least by contributions from the nations benefiting 
from its services. 


Might Produce 
Wide Benefits 


In suggesting the plan for a permanent world 
food board, the Food and Agriculture Organiza¬ 
tion emphasized that development of trade and 
industry would be necessary for its success, since 
they provide the money to purchase food. The outcome of these proposals 
should be watched with interest, for they may have a very important effect 
on the course of events in the future. Any matter connected with agricul¬ 
ture is also of vital interest in this country and a plan which would ensure 
stability of prices for farm products would affect a large part of our popu¬ 
lation. Farmers have suffered much in the past due to world market 
conditions which are far beyond their control, and a well organized world 
food board, such as the Food and Agriculture Organization has proposed, 
might bring considerable benefit both to producers and consumers in many 
parts of the world.

Some Details Regarding Construction 

In Britain During Current Year 

The rate of progress of Britain’s 
housing drive is increasing. White 
Papers published on August 29th 
show that during July 10,395 houses 
completed of which 5,109 were 
permanent. This is the highest figure 
since the end of the war, comparing 
well with June’s total of 8,039. The 
total number of houses completed 
April 1st, 1945, is 60,452, 20,027 
of which are permanent, 
them 2,578 are blitzed houses com¬ 
pletely rebuilt. Private enterprise 
has been responsible for the larger 
part of the permanent houses com¬ 
pleted to the end of July, in building 
11,917 compared with 8,110 built by 
local ’authorities. During July work 
has begun in England and Wales on 
14,292 new permanent houses. Local 
authorities are responsible for 11,366 
while 2,926 are being put up by pri¬ 
vate builders. Since March accom¬ 
modation in all categories—perma¬ 
nent and temporary houses repaired 
or requisitioned houses—has been 
found for 202,097 homeless families 

Britain, an increase of 14,516 in 
July. 

A glance at the figures for dwell¬ 
ings now under construction in Bri¬ 
tain shows that preference is being 
given to permanent homes. Out of 
163,232 in preparation 134,600 are 
permanent and only 28.632 tempor¬ 
ary. The increase during July of 
houses in the course of construc¬ 
tion is 19,177. 

620,000 houses damaged during the 
war but still considered habitable 
have also been repaired by the end 
of July. 

Excluding prisoners of war 521,800 
men were employed on housing in 
England and Wales at the end of 
July. In June the total was 515,900 
while in July, 1945, the total was only 
320,400. As repairs to damaged 
houses decline so men are switched 
to the building of permanent houses. 
Scotland’s labor force.in July totalled 
45,550.

PHILADELPHIA.—World brother¬ 
hood and peace will never be attained 
apart from Christianity, the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury, Most Rev. 
Geoffrey Francis Fisher, D.D., said at 
the closing session of the 49th Na¬ 
tional Convention of the Brotherhood 
of St. Andrew, Episcopal Lay Organ¬ 
ization.

Britisli - American Agents Recover 
Hoard In Germany 

FRANKFURT.—British and United 
States agents seized precious stones 
and metals possibly exceeding $10,- 
000,000 in value and arrested hun¬ 
dreds of Germans in the largest joint 
British-American operation in Ger¬ 
many since the dissolution of su¬ 
preme headquarters, it was an¬ 
nounced. ( 

Swooping suddenly on 367 selected 
places in the two zones, the raiders 
recovered a vast hoard of diamonds, 
gold, silver and platinum. A spokes¬ 
man said it was "conjectural but 
conceivable” that the hoard may have 
been designed to finance “a resurg¬ 
ence of German nationalist move¬ 
ments.” 

Clues to the hiding places-' came 
from typically thorough German 
records of the Reichstelle fuer 
Edelmetalle (Reich agency for pre¬ 
cious metals) which told how the 
hoard had been dispersed before the 
war's end in an attempt to keep it 
from falling into allied hands. 

Tabulation of confiscated materials 
was not complete, but from 79 places 
—less than a quarter of the total 
number of points raided—about $2,- 
500,000 in precious stones and metals 
was recovered, the spokesman said. 
He indicated the total may run abofe 
$10,000,000.

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CALL FOR THE FORMATION 
OF A WORLD FEDERATION 
FOR PRESERVING THE PEACE 


LONDON.—The international com¬ 
mittee for the study of European 
problems has predicted failure for the 
United Nations in avoiding war, and 
called for formation of a world fed¬ 
eration of nations for preserving 
peace. 

It declared also that "at present 
Russia is going too far.’’ 

"In the light of, recent events, it 
does not seem probable that the UN 
will succeed—in the case of a serious 
conflict arising between great powers 
—in avoiding another war,” said a 
16-page report signed by 31 promi¬ 
nent statesmen, diplomats, teachers 
and scientists of six European coun¬ 
tries. 

The report declared the veto power 
in the UN security council “will 
never be able to prevent any power 
from acting as it wishes,” and said 
that "because the world’s political 
structure has remained the same, the 
nations are now setting out on the 
same roads which led them to war.” 

Admitting that a world federation 
would entail “important surrenders 
of national' sovereignty," the com¬ 
mittee proposed the organization of 
political groups committed to a world 
state to speed what it called "the 
normal evolution of the world to¬ 
wards unity as it has been evolving 
during the last 20 centuries.” 

A privately formed organization 
made up of members from Britain, Bel¬ 
gium, Denmark, Holland, France and 
Norway, the committee includes such 
well-known men as L'ord Beveridge, 
Liberal British economist; nuclear 
physicist M. L. Oliphant; Robert Gil- 
lon, minister of state and president of 
the Belgian senate; Edouard Herriot, 
former French prime minister; and 
Beelaerts Van Bloekland, Dutch min¬ 
ister of state and former foreign min¬ 
ister of The Netherlands. 

The report, critical of world affairs 
since the end of the Second Great 
War, opposed the setting up, “in the 
relatively near future,” of a central 
German government. 

In a special section devoted to “the 
position of Russia," the report de¬ 
clared: “At present Russia is going 
too far.” 

Speculating as to whether Russian 
policy is aimed at expansion or na¬ 
tional security, the report added: 

"No political doctrine, in itself, 
leads to war. It can only do so 
when either another country tries to 
destroy it or to impose it by force. 

"If therefore Russia is not aiming 
at expansion or at following merely 
a political line of action entirely in¬ 
dependent from that of the nations 
of the west, there is no reason to 
suppose that she would not contem¬ 
plate the establishment of a new 
common political structure which 
would add notably to her security.” 

Complaining of what it termed the 
failure of Allied nations to destroy 
fascism and nazism, to purge dan¬ 
gerous elements from Frartce, Bel¬ 
gium and Luxembourg, and to oppose 
the Franco government in Spain, the 
report declared: 

"In the light of the above facts, it 
is clear that nazism and fascism have 
not been destroyed and that nothing 
leads to the assumption that they can 
be in the near future.” 

Argentina, the committee declared, 
is a menace to democracy “infinitely 
more serious than Spain.” 


POLIO RESEARCH 

Would Make Use Of Monkeys To 
Fight Disease 

WASHINGTON. - Plans for the 
large-scale importation of a particu¬ 
lar species of monkeys—described as 
“the only research tool which offers 
a reasonable hope of success” in un¬ 
ravelling the mysteries of poliomye¬ 
litis—were announced by the national 
foundation for infantile paralysis. 

Dr. H. M. Weaver, acting research 
director of the foundation told a 
press conference that the first step 
would be a six-month expedition into 
the jungles of the Netherlands East 
Indies and the Philippine Islands. 

Those places, he said, are the habi¬ 
tat of a monkey known as the "Ma- 
cacus Cynomolgus” which he declared 
had shown promise of being science’s 
best bet in the study of polio. He 
said approximately 5,000 a year are 
needed to spur infantile research. 


PLANNED UPRISING 


PEIPING.—Three Nationalist army 
generals were executed in Harbin for 
attempting to lead a gigantic plot to 
take control of the city, belated des¬ 
patches from official Communist 
headquarters in Harbin said. 

They had planned an armed up¬ 
rising within the city itself, the des¬ 
patch said. 

Communist leaders said the revolt 
was sponsored by Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek and Gen. Tu Li- 
Ming, commander of the Nationalist 
forces in Manchuria. 

Fragmentary information received 
here indicated the uprising was 
scheduled for Aug. 28 but the plot 
was discovered two days before that. 

Mass arrests within the 48-hour 
deadline successfully blocked the plot. 


HORSE MEAT 

Sales Appear To Be Increasing In 
The United States 
NEWARK, N.J.—Horse meat deal¬

LUXURY LINER 

Queen Mary Makes Final Voyage 
As Troop Ship 

HALIFAX.—The giant luxury liner 
Queen Mary, making her Anal voy¬ 
age a*s a troop and dependent ship, 
reached port with a varied passenger 
list including 1,421 service depend¬ 
ents and 800 civilian passengers rang¬ 
ing from peers and business leaders 
to cabinet ministers and members of 
parliament. 

Finance Minister Ilsley was re¬ 
turning from a European visit during 
which he attended council sessions 
of UNRRA at Geneva, while Agri¬ 
culture Minister Gardiner was on his 
way back to Ottawa from the food 
and agriculture organization meet¬ 
ing in Copenhagen.

OTTAWA. — The Canadian sugar 
ration will “definitely” be maintained 
at its present level despite a sharp 
drop in sugar stocks and the price 
of sugar will be maintained despite 
an increase in sugar prices in the 
United States, prices board officials 
said. 

The Dominion bureau of statistics, 
its latest report on the sugar situa¬ 
tion, said stocks on hand last Aug. 
10 dropped to 99,844,580 pounds from 
106,722,723 the previous week and 
165,073,298 the corresponding week 
last year.

ZURICH, Switzerland. — Winston 
I Churchill called for “an end to retri- j 
bution” for Germany once she is 
stripped of the power to make war, 
and for French and German partner¬ 
ship in “some kind of United States 
I of Europe.” 

The wartime prime minister’s 
speech at the University of Zurich 
was the second within two weeks to 
cheer the Germans. State Secretary 
Byrnes of the United States at Stutt¬ 
gart, Sept. 6 advocated speedy estab¬ 
lishment of e democratic provisional 
government for Germany and gave 
notice that Germany’s eastern bord¬ 
ers had not been finally determined. 

Mr. Churchill made no reference, 
however, to the foreign policy con¬ 
troversy arising from Commerce Sec¬ 
retary Wallace’s recent speech and 
letter to President Truman on Rus- 

After citing Germany’s 
Mr. Churchill said: 

"The guilty must be punished. 
Germany must be deprived of the 
power to re-arm and make another 
aggressive war. But when all this 
has been done as it will be done, 
as it is being done, then there must 
be an end to retribution.” 

Mr. Churchill called for a federal 
government for Germany, saying, 
j “The ancient states and principalities 
1 of Germany, newly joined together 
into a federal system, might take 
their individual place among the 
j United States of Europe.” 

Declaring in an address at the 
University of Zurich that “we dwell 
strangely and precariously under the 
shield and protection of the atomic 
bomb.” Britain’s wartime prime 


minister said Europe needed a re¬ 
gional organization within the United 
Nations. * 

“France and Germany must take 
the lead together,” he said. “Great 
Britain, the British Commonwealth 
of .Nations, mighty America and, I 
trust, Soviet Russia—for then, in¬ 
deed, all would be well—must be the 
friends and sponsors of the new 
Europe and must champion its right 
to live and shine.” 

Speaking of the urgency of finding 
a solution of the world’s problems, 
he said, “The atom bomb is still only 
in the hands of a state or nation 
! which we know will never use it ex¬ 
cept in the cause of right and free- 
I dom, but it may well be that in a few 
years this awful agency of destruc¬ 
tion will be widespread and the 
| catastrophe following its use by sev¬ 
eral warring nations will not only 
bring to and end all that we call 
civilization, but may possibly dis¬ 
integrate the world itself.” 

The first step in dealing with “the 
j tragedy of Europe,” he said, "must 
be a partnership between France and 
Germany. In this only can France 
recover the leadership of Europe. 
There can be no revival of Europe 
without a spiritually great Ger¬ 
many.” 

Over wide areas of Europe, Mr. 
Churchill declared, "a vast quivering 
mass of tormented, hungry, care¬ 
worn and bewildered human beings 
gaze on the ruins of their cities and 
scan the dark horizon for the ap¬ 
proach of some new peril, tyranny or 
terror. Among the victors there is a 
babel of voices, among the van¬ 
quished a sullen silence of despair.”

BRITISH FARMERS' UNION

COPENHAGEN. — James Turner, 
president of the international feder¬ 
ation of agriculture producers and of 
the national farmers union in Eng¬ 
land and Wales, says the future of 
agriculture was "at stake” at the 
food and agricultural organization 
conference just concluded here. 

Main business of the meeting was 
discussion of plans for a world food 
board to stabilize farm prices. 

The I.F.A.P., formed in London 
earlier this year, still has to com¬ 
plete its organization and will not 
seek to advise F.A.O. as a single 
organization. But six of its seven 
executive members were present and 
available for consultation by mem¬ 
bers of their countries’ delegations. 

Herbert Hannam of Ottawa, I.F.¬ 
A.P. third vice-president and presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian federation of 
agriculture, was a member of the 
Canadian delegation. 

Mr. Turner said an executive meet-1 
ing will be held here to choose 
I.F.A.P.'s meeting place in 1947. 

It is understood Canada is asking 
for the meeting but has competition 
from several other countries. 

Sir John Boyd Orr, F.A.O. director- 
general, said in his first annual re¬ 
port tnat I.F.A.P. had ' completely 
“endorsed the objective of F.A.O.—a 
world program of production and dis¬ 
tribution based on human need—and 
whole-heartedly offered to co-operate 
In achieving that objective.” 

I.F.A.P. now operates as a pro¬ 


visional council of 13 countries, in¬ 
cluding Canada, with an executive. 
The provisional organization will con¬ 
tinue until May, 1947, when the 
permanent I.F.A.P. will be estab¬ 
lished, with probably 31 countries as 
members.

FINANCIAL 
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NEED FOR TWO 
CORONERS IN PASS 

A few short weeks ago the ne¬ 
cessity of having two coroners in 
the Pass towns was brought sharp¬ 
ly to the fore. The regular coroner, 
being only human and a working 
man, took himself and family off 
for a well earned vacation. His 
absence left the Pass without the 
services of a coroner for two 
months. 

An accident happened' and when 
the RCMP set out to get a coroner 
here was the result. None in Pass, 
none in Pincher Creek (one has 
since been appointed), the L»th- 
bridge coroner, who happens to be 
a doctor was so busy that he was 
unable to accept the assignment, 
the coroner at Claresholm was 74 
years of age and was too feeble 
physically to make the trip and 
preside at the inquest. It required 
bringing a coroner from as far 
distant as Cardston and postponing 
the hearing for a day. 

There appears to be a definite 
need for a second or deputy cor- 
onr in the Pass in view of the 
above. Since these men are only 
paid when they work, and very lit¬ 
tle at that, there appears no good 
reason why a second coroner should 
not be appointed in the Pass. 

MOTOR FUNDS FOR 
HIGHWAY NEEDS 

The Alberta Motor Association, 
the voice of the Alberta motorist, 
has started another campaign bo 
have all revenue derived from the 
motorist placed in one fund to be 
used solely for highway construc¬ 
tion and . maintenance of Alberta’s 
highway system. 

It is only fair that such a fund 
be started. At the present time all 
revenue from the motorist is placed 
in the general fund and only a part 
of it is gpent on highways. In 
other words the motorist is taxed 
twice, he pays into the general 
fund through the ordinary chan¬ 
nels of taxation and because he has 
a car he is again taxed, the money ~ 
again going into the general fund. 

The motorist has asked, year af¬ 
ter year, that the money he pays 
in car licenses and tax on gas, oils, 
etc., be placed in a separate fund 
for the construction and mainten¬ 
ance of Alberta highways. His ap¬ 
peals have fallen on deaf ears as 
Edmonton has constantly ignored 
them. 

The federal government has a 
railroad and an airline which it 
has fostered with money out of the 
public treasury. Why can’t it adopt 
a trans - Canada highway policy 
similar to the States? In this man* 
ner the provinces would have to 
maintain a progressive highway 
policy if they wished to take ad¬ 
vantage of Ottawa’s yearly grant 
to the full. 

A CHALLENGE 

During the war years, many 
people took part in a mild contro¬ 
versy concerning the method of 
selling Victory Bonds. Ranged on 
one side were those who believed 
that maximum sales called for vig¬ 
orous action—the enthusiastic use 
of press, radio, parades, contests, 
public addresses and intensive per¬ 
sonal contact by hard-driving sales¬ 
men. In. opposing ranks were those 
who believed that Canadians did 
not need this so-called "ballyhoo” 
to rouse themselves into action— 
that citizens of this country were 
intelligent and would buy bonds 
just as freely without benefit of 
these stimulants. 

That controversy was never 
settled in wartime. But the sale of 
Canada Savings Bonds in October 
may reveal in a small way the 
merits of the belief that Canadians 
know how to help themselves. 

The forthcoming bond offering 
will not enjoy the urgent sales at¬ 
mosphere of Victory Loan issues, 
noe the use of the vast sales force 
which used to knock at practically 
every door in Canada. Except for 
the organization of payroll sales 
by employers and a partial cover¬ 
age of the general public by the 
staffs of investment dealers, citi¬ 
zens will act strictly on their own 
initiative. They will make up their 
own minds about buying and how 
much they shall buy. 

Of cqurse it will not be just to 
compare the results of past Vic¬ 
tory Loans with the results yf 
Canada Savings Bond sales. Behind 
the purchase of Victory Bonds was 


the desire to perform a patriotic 
duty, to take an active part ini 
winning .the war, as well as the de¬ 
sire to build up a reserve of sav¬ 
ings. In wartime, the government 
of the people urged' Canadians to 
buy all the bonds they could afford. 
Now, citizens have buit one reason 
to buy Canada Savings Bonds—to 
help themselves; to carry on the 
habit of saving money, of building 
up a greater personal security, in 
the same way they found so bene¬ 
ficial in war days. And this time 
there will be no great sales pres¬ 
sure, and no urgent appeal by the 
government to buy for the sake of 
the country. 

The sale of Canada Savings 
Bonds will truly be a challenge to 
test the degree of initiative pos¬ 
sessed by individuals of this coun¬ 
try in their own interests. 

Demand Motor Funds 
For Highway Needs 

Renewal of demands that all 
motor revenues should be ear¬ 
marked! for highway construction 
and maintenance in this province 
is planned by the Alberta Motor 
Association. 

A provincial director who re¬ 
turned recently from a visit to 
Montana reported that the state 
has 8,000 miles of hard surfaced 
roads. Of particular interest to 
Alberta drivers is the fact that in 
Montana it is necessary to spend 
all motor revenues on highway im¬ 
provements and maintenance. The 
state has ter do that in order to 
qualify for U.S. federal road ap¬ 
propriations. 

Officials of the AMA point out 
that this province with 200,000 
more people than Montana un¬ 
doubtedly could have had several 
thousand miles of hard surfaced 
roads now if millions of dollars In 
motor revenues had been used en¬ 
tirely for highway purposes, in¬ 
stead of being taken Jnto the 
general fund of the province. 

These improvements could have 
been applied to the entire highway 
system of the province, giving 
Alberta better secondary and mar¬ 
ket roads as well as main high¬ 
ways. 

Before the provincial govern¬ 
ment considers its estimates for 
1947, the AMA*Vvill make vigorous 
representations to have all motor 
revenues set aside specifically for 
the purpose of building better 
roads, thus meeting the insistent 
demands of Alberta citizens and 
visiting tourists.

Scientists Discover Some Interesting 

Evidence Of Early American Life 

Writing from Tucson, Arizona for 
CP Feature Service and The Ottawa 
E veiling Citizen, Murray Sinclair 
says: 

Meet Mrs. Anasazi, a fascinating 
woman, though she has been dead 
600 years. 

She was dug up recently by a 
group of anthropologists including 
Dr. Emil Haury, director of the Ari¬ 
zona State Museum and head of the 
department of anthropology at the 
University of Arizona, and E. B. 
Sayles, museum curator. 

Mrs. Anasazi, as she was chris¬ 
tened by the professor and his stud¬ 
ents of Arizona’s Archaeologic Field 
School, came to light during exacava- 
tions of a prehistoric city in the land 
of the Apaches at Point of Pines. 
She represents a lost race, they say, 
who lived in the region hundreds of 
years before Columbus discovered 
America and built a city with 100- 
room apartment houses, water reser¬ 
voirs and terraced farms. 

Make no mistake about it, this 
early American housewife was a 
bright character, according to scien¬ 
tific deductions. 

She used rouge, made from ema- 
tite, smarted herself with tourquoise 
jewelry or pieces made from marine 
shells and deer bones. Occasionally 
she would do a thorough paint job on 
her face. And she was boss around 
the house. 

This little woman dished up some 
attractive sounding meals deer and 
antelope steaks and roasts, turkey 
or fish for the main course, and beans, 
corn or squash and commeal loaf. 

She and her husband lived in a 
one-room, windowless, doorless apart¬ 
ment which they entered by a ladder 
through a hole in the ceiling. The 
opening could be covered by sliding 
a slab of rock over it. 

A few of her swanky neighbors 
had two-room apartments with holes 
in the walls which could also be 
covered with slabs of stone, but 
these were the exception. 

Even with the only room to look 
after, this prehistoric woman was 
plenty busy. 

To vnake the family’s clothes she 
took a stone scraper and went to 
work on the hide of a deer or ante¬ 
lope. She did a bit of weaving. 

Then she had her many cooking 
and storage pots, bowls and jars to 
mold and bake. When finished she 
would’ paint them, using her own de¬ 
sign or snitching a particularly at¬ 
tractive color scheme from the jars 
of a neighbor in the next apart¬ 
ment. 

Life in this part of the nation 
around 1300 A.D. was good. Game 
was plentiful, the farms productive 
Abundant forests were near by. At 
least 5,000 people lived here at this 
time. Why was the area abandoned 
and the civilization allowed to die? 
“That,” says Dr. Haury, "is still one 
of the challenging problems facing 

“It must have been some tremen¬ 
dous pressure which drove the Ana¬ 
sazi out of this area in the 14th cen¬ 
tury.” No signs of war or conflict 
have yet been found. 

Something In Common 

City Of Calgary Shows Originality In 

Restoration Of Her Historic Past 

Calgary and Ottawa have one thing 
in common. That is—extraordinary 
to relate—their dinosaurs. The Na¬ 
tional Museum in Ottawa has the 
finest collection of dinosaur fossils 
in the Dominion, and perhaps the 
world. The city fathers of Calgary 
must have been asleep while the fos¬ 
sil hunters were combing the Red 
Deer River around Drumheller for 
such rare specimens. However, they 
have repaired their oversight in a 
remarkable way. 

St. George’s Island lies in the Bow 
River at its confluence witi^thc El- 
j bow. In the park which covers the 
whole island the city has built a 
number of life-like dinosaurs of plas¬ 
ter and cement. They look today 
exactly as the scientists say, they 
looked 100 million years ago. 

Dominating one view is a huge 
herbivorous beast beneath which a 
motor-car may readily be driven. It 
gazes out over the ball field with a 
Sphinx-like dignity. There are also 
ferocious looking flesh-eaters a short 
distance away. One of them is just 
emerging from a little stream where 
swans now feed. 

In two large outdoor glass cases 
are a few real fossils, a medium sized 
herbivorous dinosaur, and some sep¬ 
arate bones. But, compared with 
their days of greatness in the Meso¬ 
zoic age, they make rather a pitiful 
showing. 

The City of Calgary has shown 
originality in this restoration of her 
prehistoric past. 

It will long be rememt id by the 
tourist as a symbol of the city’s pro¬ 
gressiveness.

Again, as in previous years, the 
Health League of Canada, in co¬ 
operation with Departments 
Health and Education and with the 
assistance of press, radio and a great 
variety of voluntary associations will 
call attention to the urgent neces¬ 
sity of immunizing against those 
scourges of childhood — diphtheria, 
whooping cough, scarlet fever and 
smallpox. It is a tragedy that these 
diseases, so largely preventable, still 
exact their toll of death and dis¬ 
ability from Canadian children. s 
The present increase in the num¬ 
ber of cases of poliomyelitis, or in¬ 
fantile paralysis, has attracted na¬ 
tion-wide attention. The maximum 
number of cases of this disease 
any one year since, and including, 
1940 has been 1,881, with 68 deaths 
in 1941—the average, 760 cases per 
year. Over the same period there 
have been 628 deaths from whoop¬ 
ing cough alone In a single year- 
on an average there have been yearly 
close to 17,000 cases of whooping 
cough, nearly 3,000 cases of diph¬ 
theria and over 17,000 cases of scar¬ 
let fever. Vaccination fortunately has 
diminished the ravages of smallpox 
and in numerous years there have 
been no cases reported. i \ 
The above figures, however, should 
give us something to think about. To 
prevent the spread of poliomyelitis 
we have only ordinary public health 
measures. There is no way of creat¬ 
ing an immunity. In the case of the 
other communicable diseases of child¬ 
hood named above there are specific 
means of prevention. Diphtheria, 
whooping cough, and scarlet fever 
could be banished from our country 
if only parents would see to it that 
their children are immunized. Health 
Departments and practising physi¬ 
cians are ready to help anytime dur¬ 
ing the year. Parents it is up to 
you to act NOW.
